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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Claims 1-52 are pending in this Office Action. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 

form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

3. Claims 1-52 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Klein et 
al. (US 5,943,398). 

As per claim 1 t Klein teaches, "a multimedia dictionary system comprising": 

"an MMS server operable to recognize and translate inputted media information 
inputted by a user" (Fig. 3, elements 300, 320, 322, 324, 326); 

"wherein the user inputs information into the MMS server which recognizes the 
inputted information and translates the inputted information into a different at least one 
of language, format and media type" (Fig. 3, elements 300, 320, 322, 324, 326). 

As per claim 2, Klein teaches, "wherein the MMS server stores the inputted 
media information" (Fig. 3, elements 300 and 302). 

As per claim 3, Klein teaches, " MMS server translates the inputted information 
into a different at least one of language, format and media type specified by the user" 
(Fig. 3, elements 324, 326). 
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As per claim 4, Klein teaches, "wherein the MMS server further comprises a user 
storage space allocated for the inputted information of a particular user" (col. 3, lines 41- 
45, reads on "stored in the subscriber's mailbox X"). 

As per claim 5, Klein teaches, "wherein the user inputs the inputted information 
using a cellular telephone" (col. 3, lines 4-7, reads on "communications medium can 
take many forms). 

As per claim 6, Klein teaches, "wherein the user inputs the inputted information 
using a personal computer" (col. 3, lines 4-7, reads on "communications medium can 
take many forms). 

As per claim 7, Klein teaches, "wherein the user inputs the inputted information 
using a fixed telephone line device" (col. 3, lines 4-7, reads on "communications 
medium can take many forms). 

As per claim 8, Klein teaches, "wherein the user inputs the inputted information in 
at least one of the following media types: video, audio and text" (col. 4, lines 48-57). 

As per claim 9, Klein teaches, "wherein the MMS server translates and outputs 
translated information in a different language than the inputted information" (col. 4, lines 
48-57). 

As per claim 10, Klein teaches, "wherein the MMS server outputs information in a 
different form than the inputted information" (col. 4, lines 48-57). 

As per claim 1 1 , Klein teaches, "wherein the MMS server outputs information to a 
different terminal than the terminal from which the information was inputted" (col. 4, 
lines 48-67). 
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As per claim 12, Klein teaches, "wherein the MMS server outputs information to a 
same terminal from which the information was inputted" (col. 4, lines 48-67). 

As per claim 13, Klein teaches, "wherein the MMS server outputs information in a 
same form from which the information was inputted" (col. 4, lines 48-57). 

As per claim 14, Klein teaches, "wherein the inputted information is a video file 
for translation into a text file" (col. 4, lines 48-57). 

As per claim 15, Klein teaches, "wherein the inputted information is a video file 
for translation into a voice file" (col. 4, lines 48-57). 

As per claim 16, Klein teaches, "wherein the inputted information is voice of one 
language for translation to another different language" (col. 4, lines 48-57). 

As per claim 17, Klein teaches, "wherein the inputted information is voice for 
translation to text" (col. 4, lines 48-57). 

As per claim 18, Klein teaches, "wherein the inputted information is an object file 
for translation to text" (col. 4, lines 48-57). 

As per claim 19, Klein teaches, "wherein the inputted information is an object file 
for translation to voice" (col. 4, lines 48-57). 

As per claim 20, Klein teaches, "wherein the user inputs information with a 
mobile telephone and translated information is outputted as an email message" (col. 4, 
lines 48-57). 

As per claim 21 , Klein teaches, "wherein the user inputs information with a 
mobile telephone and translated information is outputted to a fax machine" (col. 4, lines 
48-57). 
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As per claim 22, Klein teaches, "wherein the user inputs information with a 
mobile telephone and translated information is outputted to another different mobile 
telephone" (col. 4, lines 48-57). 

v As per claim 23, Klein teaches, "wherein the inputted information is an object for 
translation to text" (col. 4, lines 48-57). 

As per claim 24, Klein teaches, "wherein the inputted information is an object for 
translation to voice" (col. 4, lines 48-57). 

As per claim 25, Klein teaches, "wherein the MMS server contains object 
recognition software" (col. 2, lines 28-42). 

As per claim 26, Klein teaches, "further comprising an additional dictionary 
server, wherein the dictionary server performs translation of inputted information and 
the MMS server stores translated information as an MMS message" (col. 2, lines 43- 
65). 

As per claims 27-52, they are interpreted and thus rejected for the same reasons 
set forth in the rejection of claims 1-26.
